A Discussion 
OF “THE RELATION OF THE KINDERGARTEN TO THE COMMON SCHOOLS.” 
By Lelia Patridge, 








Scientists tell us that the primary cell is so small that the finest 
microscope can not discover whether it belongs to the vegetable 
or animal wor!d; no searching can find out whether within that al- 
most infinitesimal space lies hidden the exquisite beauty of the blos- 
som, the green leafiness of the forest tree, or that bundle of possi- 
bilities—a human being. So in the infant, sleep the germs of after— 
character, whether good or evil, for the little child is father of the 
man or mother of the woman that shall be. Then is it not plain 
that in this matter of education we must begin at the beginning? 
If the structure be unsteady, it is the foundation we seek to make 
secure; if our schoo! system does not accomplish all, it should let 
us commence to repair its defects in the primary methods of in- 
struction. 

Just here, let me say, that if at any time during this discussion 
I may seem tobe severe upon the faults of our common schools, it is 
simply because I love them so well that I would have them faultless. 
If I dwell upon what they have failed to do, rather than upon what 
they have done, it is only because I am so earnest a believer in 
them, that, seeing their short-comings, I speak out that I may urge 
aremedy. If it were otherwise, I should not care to condemn, 
I should choose, indeed, to praise, since that is always pleasanter ; 
and the kindergarten needs not the aid of the public school, its suc- 
cess is already assured without that; it is the public school which 
needs the kindergarten, and because of that I plead. 

That there is a want of harmony in our present method of edu- 
cation—the intellect being too often cultivated at the expense of the 
physical powers, and the small modicum of moral training given 
being so abstract as to prove quite ineffectual when subjected to the 
strain of real life and its temptations—but few educators will deny, 
while the people, the parents are clamoring for a change in our 
course of study, that their children may be better fitted for their 
work in the world. These are serious defects ; but the remedy is at 
hand ; for these, which are the weaknesses of the old mode of in- 
struction, are the strong points of the New Education. Incorporate 
Froebel’s idea into our present method, and the evil is overcome; 
make the kindergarten the foundation of our free school system, 
then make the system consistent from beginning to end, and we 





shall have a system as perfect and complete as it is symmetrical. 
But this can not be easily done. It will cost us much money; yet, 
is it not worth while? Are not human beings of more value than 
silver and gold? Is it not cheaper for the State to educate the 
childen of the poor and ignorant into noble women and men than to 
support them as paupers, or punish them as criminals? And this, 
I claim, the kindergarten, supplemented by the public schools, can 
do. Does this seem like an exaggeration? Permit me then to re- 
view briefly some of the leading points of the New Education, that ° 
I may prove what I have affirmed. 

Beginning by recognizing the fact that the destiny of each soul 
is activity ; that it was sent upon earth, first, to conquer itself, and 
then to conquer the world, Froebel goes on to assert, that “man is the 
child of nature, the child of man, and the child of God ;” and that 
“education can only fulfil its mission when it views the human being 
in this three-fold relation, and takes each into account ;” and upon 
this assertion is based the method of the kindergarten. First, as the 
child of nature, the little one’s physical wants are attended to; it is 
made comfortable, primarily, that it may be unhindered. Not only 
this, but the games and plays are so managed that they tend 
to give still greater suppleness and vigor to the little bodies, as 
well as to afford plenty of heathful exercise, while the gifts and oc- 
cupations train the tiny fingers to a dexterity which is simply mar- 
velous in such young children ; and thus begins industrial education. 
Even at the tender age of three, the young soul has already entered 
upon its mission, having learned to control, in some degree, its 
physical faculties, and with its first finished bit of work, it has com- 
menced to conquer the world. Second, as the child of man, the 
human being steps out of the circle of necessity into the realm of 
freedom, and becomes conscious of self. Here begins, mainly, his 
mental activity; here is the point of departure between the new 
education and the old ; for he is not taught to read, he hasno books! 
Froebel would have the child’s knowledge—like its consciousness, 
begin within the narrow bounds of its own personality and radiate 
outward, instead of seeking to grasp that which the newly awaken- 
ed intellect is too weak to comprehend. He would have them 
know of the living world around them, before they are set to study 
the dead knowledge stored in books. He would develop the ment- 
al faculties in their natural order ; first, the perceptive, and then the 
reasoning. And so the kindergartener takes up things—not to tell 
the child about them—she is too wise for that; nor even to show 
them to the child—she is too kind ; she grants at once the privilege 
(dear even to grown people) of handling, and places in the child’s 
own hands the object to be studied; lets him test it as he will, and 
there is very little which can escape these keen young senses, sharp- 
ened as they are, by well-directed though unconscious education. 
Then the little ones are allowed to tell (they are always pleased to 
impart their new-found knowledge), what they have learned. What 
training is here for those eyes of the soul—the perceptive faculties ; 
what cultivation of habits of accurate observation, close attention, 
and comparison ; and what command of language, only those who 
are familiar with the results of the New Education can know, and 
this without the aid of books at all. Then, too, the creative faculty 
is aroused ; invention is encouraged ;. the imagination stimulated, 
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and a love for beauty, symmetry, and law inculcated, along with 
habits of neatness, order, regularity, and dispatch. _All this is easily 
attained by the use of the gifts and occupations, while the plays af- 
ford,opportunities for the teaching of both manners and morals. 
All thinkers, from Plato down, have agreed that the teacher 
must know something of the nature of the human being, and con- 
sider his powers and limitations before he can efficiently train him, 
but Froebel did more than this—went further ; he wisely remembered 
that the human being is but a child at first, and so studied the child- 
nature as no educator before or since has ever done, and it was be- 
cause he observed that the earliest manifestations of self-activity 
take the form of play that heincorporated plays and games into the 
kindergarten. It is true that these have been the subject of much 
absurd opposition ; but the criticism is readily refuted, the opposition 
is easily met, For instance, it is objected that play, is entirely spon- 
taneous, the out-come of caprice, and that if it be guided, or in 
any way controlled, it isno longer play. This sounds well, but it is 
not true ; it is an idea, not a fact. For children are always more or 
less confined in their games to certain restrictions or circumstances, 
even if they play by themselves ; - and if they play with others, they 
must, of necessity, be subjected in a greater or less degree to the will 
of their playmates. What matters it then if these playmates be old- 
er than themselves, and those who, in their turn, are guided by mo- 
tives higher than mere caprice? Children delight in the compani- 
onship of grown-up people, and are never happier than when those 
who are wise enough and good enough to become as little children, 
join them in their games. Besides, their plays are generally imita- 
tions of the scenes or actions of real life, often of its follies, some- 
times of its vices. The children would enter as heartily and happi- 
ly into new plays which represent pure and pleasant things as into 
the old games which are usually handed down from one generation 
of children to another, and are never entirely spontaneous. And 
as for any restraining or refining influence, which the presence of the 
teacher may give, it 1s all clear gain to the joy of the occasion; for 
roughness does not add to happiness, and boisterousness is no indi- 
cation of mirth, 
But the child must learn to feel a it is a link in the great 
chain of humanity, and “to forget self in doing loving acts for oth- 
ers,” and education has not fulfilled its mission till it remembers that 
the human being is the child of God, as well as the child of man and 
of nature, and so takes into training the higher faculties—the moral ; 
then will the full chord of the child’s being be struck ; then, and not 
till then, will the harmony be perfect. But this training, too, must 
be concrete, instead of abstract, practical, not theoretical; for the 
moral, like the mental and physical powers, can only be strengthen- 
ed by exercise—a fact too often forgotten by the instructors of youth 
who think (it would seem) that to store the mind of their pupils with 
good precept and great truths, should result in pure and perfect 
characters. “You can not,” says Froebel,” “do heroic deeds in 
words, or by talking of them, but you can educate a child to self- 
activity and to work, and through them to a faith which will not be 
dead,” and so he has given abundant opportunities in his system 
for the exercise of the moral powers, and every condition favorable 
to the acquisition of good habits as a basis for all the virtues; but 
there is no memorizing of commandments, and no repetition of 
words whatever. Thus, the child in the kindergarten is not con- 
stantly told to be good ; he is inspired to be so by loving interest ‘ 
and unfailing sympathy; he is not perpetually urged to curb his 
temper and control his will, but he is helped to doit with gentle 
firmness and unfaltering patience. He does not hear the words of 
the Bible continually on the lips of his teacher, but the truths of the 
Bible grow into his heart, and its principles become a part of his 
character. He is not commanded to love his Creator, but the little 
child, loving and beloved, takes in very naturally and gladly the 
idea of God; his young soul leaps lightly the chasm between the 
seen and unseen, and loves with the same love, trusts with the same 
trust—the father and mother on earth, and Him, who is both Father 
and Mother in Heaven. Nor is this all; accustomed from the first 
to manifest their love in deeds rather than in words, such children 
never know lip service, but pass at once into the higher life of those 


assertion: ‘I have based my education on religion, and it must 
lead to religion.” 

Ours is;a generation, sound in neither body, mind, nor soul, 
and the next is no better; and even the most conservative are be. 
ginning to recognize the fact that our idea of education hitherto has 
been too much confined to the cultivation of the intellect alone, and 
already the reaction has set in—in favor of some degree of physical 
culture, while our methods of mental training are constantly improv. 
ing; but of moral or religious teaching in our * public schools, we 
have as yet but the vaguest idea. How could we? Great problems, 
like that of church and State perplex us; old war-cries, such as the 
“Bible in the public schools,” sound again, and bitter sectarian feuds 
start up at the mere mention. But the kindergarten arouses nocon- 
flict of authority ; asserts no dogma; promulgates no creed; and 
here the children of the Christian and the Hebrew, of the Catholic 
and Protestant can gather together to gain that knowledge, self-re. 
liance, and self-control which shall lead up to true and noble living; 
for this teaching, though marvelous for its symmetry, its insight into 
the needs and capabilities of the child-nature, is, after all, greatest 
in its method of educating the moral powers ; most wonderful in its 
system of development of the higher nature. 


We have fallen upon degenerate days, when fraud and corrup- 
tion sit in gh places, and evil walks unabashed in the broad day. 
light, and our country needs the clear, clean consciences, the up- 
right souls, the iron wills of earlier days, and what shall give them 
to usagain? Education, for the elements of power lie dormant in 
every new-born soul; and only as they are trained for good or evil 
shall they ripen into deeds of honor, or deeds of dishonor. Grant, 
then, a broader, deeper, earlier culture, and the best first. The 
Jesuits were accustomed to declare that, if they could have thé entire 
charge of a child during the first seven years of life, they were wil- 
ling to relinquish him to other training, secure in the conviction 
that their principles were too firmly implanted ever to be eradicated; 
and yet, our pubiic system of instruction (except in St. Louis) pro- 
vides for no training before the child is five years old, allowing, nay, 
in large cities, compelling the large majority of those who attend 
the common schools to spend the first two of the best educational 
years of their life, under the worst of educational influences—those 
of the street, and of ignorant and often vicious homes, and then 
placing them, during the last two of these precious years, most fre- 
quently under the teaching of beginners —men, girls, and boys, oft 
en giddy and thoughtless, always inexperienced and immature. 
.What blindness, what folly is this? Children have a right to the 
best which we can give them, and let us not grudge the time or 
money it may cost; then if worst comes to worst, and we must 
economize, better, by far, wait till they are older, when they _have 
some power of protecting themselves against unwise or inefficient 
instruction, than to place these young impressionable beings under 


ing their tender years. It is true that the ideal teacher—one not 
only born to the vocation, but who has added to genius both edu- 
cation and experience, is not often ready to lay all these gifts at the 
feet of a child; it is only those who, like Froebel, remember that it 
was the Great Teacher who said: “Except ye become as one of 
these, ye can not enter the Kingdom.” 


Thus, the true kindergartener must have had soul culture, as 
well as mental and physical traiming to fit her for her work, and such, 
and such alone, are the teachers our little ones should have. Then 
give them three years, or even two of the kindergarten, with its mar- 
velous method, which develops naturally and symmetrically the 
three-fold nature of the child, which trains at the same time the head

— The well-known ophthalmologist Prof. Dr. Hugo Magnus of 
Breslau makes the following suggestions for a systematic education 
of the sense of color in the young. He arranges on a suitable table 
the following colors in nine series, each color being represented by 
four shades: brown, pink (respectively purple), red (respectively 
scarlet), orange, yellow, violet, black.

This table, which—he claims— 
contains the most important colors in several shades, he suspends in a 
suitable place before the pupils, and teaches them names and pecul- 
iarities of the colors. At the same time, he places in the hands of 
each pupil a package of 72 colored cards, containing each of the 36 
colors of the table twice, and teaches him to go through a number 
of more or less difficult exercises, more or less pleasing color-games, 
that will make him quick and accurate in the use of his sense of color,’

II. 
Tue Speciric Use OF THE KINDERGARTEN. 

Society is an organism, and, as such, subject to organic laws, 
Viewed at any single moment or limited portion of time, it appears 
to us composed of individuals that are grouped in more or less com- 
plex forms, in families, associations for a. variety of purposes, com- 
munities of greater or smaller extent; viewed in its growth, its life, 
its history, it appears to us as a succession of generations presenting 
phenomena, similar in their-superficial phases to those of childhood, 
boyhvod, manhood, old age, and in their deeper aspects to the phe- 
nomena observed in the evolution of various organisms high and 
low; viewing them in their aggregate, their universal history, we 
can not fail to find in these societies analogies with the evolution of 
species, we cannot fail to discover relations among different socie- 
ties, similar to those existing between different individuals and be- 
tween different species of organic life ; we can not fail to see that in 
the highest manifestations of civilized society, there is—as in the in- 
dividual—a conscious tendency to unification, which finds its high- 
est proximate aim in a conscious, all-embracing humanity. 

These analogies have been established so clearly in the light 
which modern methods of study have thrown upon Science and 
History, and so lucidly set forth by Herbert Spencer in his well- 
known essays, that I need only point out a few leading principles 
which have a bearing on my subject. 

As in the individual organism, so in the socia/ organism, growth 
is a gradual, natural increase, resulting from the umon of similar 
elements. These similar elements unite into more or less mobile 
compounds which are distributed to the different parts of the so- 
cial organism by a kind of circulation, to be assimilated or placed by 
the organism according to their fitness or agreement, to be rejected 
if not assimilated, or expelled by secreting processes after having be- 
come useless and effete. . 

A superficial survey of even a small portion of the social body 
will show us illustrations of this. Given a number of individuals 
with a variety of tendencies and characteristics, we will find them 
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forming groups—the frivolous with the frivolous, the earnest with the 
earnest, the unjust with the unjust, the merciful with the merciful, 
the low with the low, the wise with the wise, the idealist with the 
idealist, according to their aims and views, their tendencies and 
characteristics. Persons of similar occupations, similar opinion,s 
similar degrees of culture, are brought nearer each other by a natu- 
ral sympathy, by the pleasant sensation of having tbeir whole being 
aroused into activity and strengthened by contact with the similar 
person. The intellectual person finds no hearing among those who 
lack understanding, the wise is reckoned a fool by fools, virtue is 
eyed with suspicion by vice. In cases, where the law seems to fail, 
where dissimilars seem to seek each other, we will, on closer inspec- 
tion, find their bond of union in some latent similarity. The worst 
criminal retains some traces of sympathy for the good and true, in- 
asmuch as even he is not wholly without goodness and truth ; the 
most consummate fool shows glimpses of regard for wisdom’ inas- 
much as his folly is not absolute. For sin and folly are negations, 
and as such have not real existence, all that zs in man, is good, 
Hence we find that the vicious and foolish form groups not by vices, 
but by the good that is in them. Honesty is a common bond 
among thieves, as well as among the honest, an utterly dishonest 
thief must remain isolated, since he can find none to trust him. 

Thus the law of attraction of similars of unification, accounts 
for the power of truth over falsehood, of wisdom over folly, of vir- 
tue over vice. Truth, wisdom, virtue are the positives ; it is their 
elements that seek each other out, that become ever stronger by 
uniting in ever closer bonds, growing away from their correspond- 
ing negatives—falsehood, folly, and vice,—gathering power with ad- 
vancing ages, reaching ever purer crystallizations in successive gen- 
erations, in successive societies; struggling successfully towards the 
unification of all humanity into one vast society whose conscious 
aims lie upward in harmony and peace, in wisdom and virtue in all 
that is good. 

We have glimpses of the dawn of this period even now in the 
Republic of Science which is uniting the lovers of Truth, and dif- 
fusing its light over all the world, in spite of strife, and war, and the 
conflicting interests of nations; we have them in the growing re- 
spect for a pure morality—for good deeds—regardless of the wrang 
lings of theologians and the sophistries of vanishing persecution for 
opinion’s sake ; we have them in the mighty drift of emancipation 
which is liberating nations, freeing slaves, and raising woman to a 
full level with man, in spite of the frantic struggles of ruling classes 
and the dense mists of antiquated prejudices. 

Thus society appears to us as an essential condition of human- 
ity, we find that the social instincts are founded in the organic nature 
of man as fully as his individual instincts, and man is wholly man 
only as a member of society. Hence the truism that man is not to 
live for himself alone, but must form an integral part of the social 
organism, hence our distrust and dislike of all that is egotistical and 
our admiration of all that is liberal, generous, humane. Only in 
morally diseased communities and in communities which as to their 
moral development, still linger in the early stages of childhood, will 
the selfish man be respected, who labors merely for himself ; in mor- 
ally sound communities that have reached a higher maturity, the 
love and respect awarded to individuals are proportioned to the de- 
gree of humanity reached by them. * 

_ Thus an exorbitant regard for the wealthy and for those who 
wield physical force is a symptom of moral disease, when in abject 
fawning it suppresses all nobler impulses of love and justice, all con- 
siderations of right and reason; itis a sign of social immaturity, 
when it arises from the notion that external wealth and physical 
force are the highest criteria of inner worth, of a vigorous life, and 
the soul of success. To maturer insight, external wealth and phy- 
sical force appear as solvents destined to convey, to keep in motion 
the elements that are essential to the development of the social or- 
ganisms, playing very much the same part that water does in the 
blood—xused but not assimilated—and they enjoy the high regard 
due to water. History, in its modern form, as history of civilization, 
Proves this with wonderful clearness ; it shows that wealth and phys- 
ical force enjoy but transient regard, neither gaining nor losing in 
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character or value as time rolls on, while the achievements of the 
heroes of mind and heart /as¢ and are remembered with ever higher 
reverence and with ever deeper appreciation of their imperishable 
and ever-growing worth. 

Happiness, too,—(this term, of course, excludes the transient 
pleasurable sensations resulting from the gratification of sensual ap- 
petites, as well as the stolid satisfaction of inactivity)—individual 
happiness, too, can be attained only with the aid of society, and, if 
it is a privilege of man, it is so only of the man who does his duty. 
It 1s, and it should be, meted out to him in proportion to the full- 
ness with which he does his duty, in proportion to his usefulness— 
not his absolute but his relative usefulness—the vigor and singleness 
of purpose with which he fills the station that circumstances and 
his powers have assigned to him, the perfection with which he does 
his work as an organic part of the social body.* This happiness 
which nerves man against all vicissitudes of fortune, which enables 
him to look with scorn upon the contempt of the contemptible, and 
to greet with almost gratification the hatred of the vicious, which 
increases with increasing difficulties, and which finds pleasure in sac- 
rificing even self in a noble cause—is so overwhelming in the peace 
which it brings, that but a glimpse of it proves often sufficient to 
lead man upward and away from folly and sin. I know of no more 
beautiful, no brighter illustration of the marvelous influence of the 
care for the welfare of others, for the growth of a circle extending 
beyond the limits of self, than the effect of the mother’s love in its 
reaction upon herself; it transforms the frivolousness, the wanton- 
ness, the thoughtlessness, the selfishness of girlhood, into calm ear- 
nestness, sober reserve, thoughtful prudence, self-sacrificing generos- 
ity ; it pours treasures of virtue and wisdom into the heart and mind 
that have opened to it, and kindles the sun-beams of maternaljoy in 
her breast. 

Even during the earliest period of life, children announce their 
desire for society, the dread of being alone—the working of their so- 
cial instinct—, by impatient or entreating cries, which the soothing 
presence of mother or nurse readily hushes. When consciousness 
has more fully dawned upon the mind, they greet the members of 
the family with brightening eyes, convulsive motions of the limbs — 
leaps of joy—as it were —and shouts of deligth. If the children 
have been accustomed to kindness, even strangers are received with 
decided marks of pleasure. For a long time, the society of the 
family members is sufficient to satisfy them, because their instinct is 
still vague, is simply for society, has not yet learned to differentiate, 
— perhaps, too, because in all they do, they still need the assistance 
of hands older and stronger than theirs. At last, when they begin 
to feel their powers and to delight more consciously in their exer- 
cise, the little boy likes to patronize the younger brother or sister ; 
or the little girl treats her doll, perhaps her dearest plaything, as she 
has been treated by the older members of the family. 

But soon these, tvo, fail to give satisfaction. ‘The sympathy of 
the older members of the household is that of superiors. ‘The child 
feels that this sympathy is more or less “put on” to please baby. 
They may guide him, show him how to do things; but they do all 
things so much better than he can do them; and, im all common 
undertakings, they take the greater share. On the other hand the 
younger brother or sister, fails to enter fully into his feelings or to do 
his full bidding for want of capacity ; and the doll: is after all with- 
out actual life. Not so with the neighbor’s little chi/d7; he is of 
about the same age. What he does, our little child can do; he 
enters fully and freely, with his whole soul into the feelings and no- 
tions of our little child; and the latter is capable of appreciating 
fully everything the little neighbor says or does. In short, he enjoys 
in the society of the little neighbor, the full deligt of being with an 
equal—another I—with whom he can share labor and enjoyment in 
equal portions—an equal whose efforts he can emulate successfully ; 
and whose pleasure neither exceeds his powers of appreciation, nor 
falls short of his expectations. Need we wonder, if an intimate 
friendship springs up between the two neighbors, and if they are 
most active and happiest when they are together ? 

‘How eagerly our little child tries to please the little play- 
mate—to be useful! How, in return, he derives profit and pleasure 
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from the intercourse! How joyfully both clap their hands and raise 
their shouts over their common successes! All his powers, receptive 
and expressive — his entire being, mental and physical is strength- 
ened in proportion to the efforts he makes to assist, to do for or to 
do with his associate. Soon our two friends are joined by other 
neighbors ; and, in the course of time, this little circle grows into a 
miniature society, which enables the child more and more fully to 
become conscious of his individual power to give pleasure to oth- 
ers, and of the many pleasures which he can obtain only with the 
aid of: his associates — a society, which continually enables him to 
take lessons of love.and self-respect, of humility and self-esteem, of 
subordination, codrdination, and independence. 

This little society suggested to Froebel the Kindergarten, and 
indeed, all it needs to become a kindergarten — a child-garden — is 
the hand of the gardener, a person endowed with the necessary 
skill, knowledge, and scope; and, above, all withan abiding faith in 
the highest ideals of humanity, — who will train the tender plants in 
the way they should grow ; who will provide the circumstances fa- 
vorable to vigorous development, and keep away weeds and other 
hurtful things, *) 

As soon as the child can use his muscles deliberately, his senses 
consciously, and is capable of giving expression to his notions and 
wants, or when he is about four years old — he can get in the &7n- 
dergarten what the family can not offer for want of individuals of 
the same or zearly the same age and what his little neighbors alone, 
cannot offer for want of proper guidance —namely vigorous and 
harmonious development of the social side of his nature. 

This, then, is the use of the kindergarten; to do for the socia/ 
development of the young human being, what the mother does dur- 
ing the first year of his life, for his development as an individual. It 
is this that gives the kindergarten its high significance as an educa- 
tional factor which, henceforth, must form a part of every educa- 
tional system that claims to be based on nature 

‘Do not understand me to mean that the two — the mother 
and the kindergartener, the home and the child-garden, should in 
their work, udhere strictly to any such limits; that the mother 
should make it her exclusive task to attend to the individual, and 
the child-gardener to the social phase of development; that the 
mother should refrain from influencing the social nature of her child, 
or the kindergartener from devoting a large share of her attention to 
his individual nature. If this were done the home would breed ego- 
tism and despotism, and the child-garden servility and a thriftless sen- 
timentality : the two would counteract each other, would bring strife 
and dissonance into the child’s being, would hinder or prevent the 
all-sided unification at which both should aim: they would stunt 
growth instead of aiding it. The mother, while she has the first 
care of the germinating individuality, while her nearest concern is 
the protection and strengthening of those germs in their earliest 
growth, — must ever lead them consciously towards a higher, 
wider life in society, towards the highest, widest ideals of humanity. 
The kindergartener, while she protects and strengthens this individu- 
ality in its first assimiliations with others, must do so with constant 
reference toits own peculiar character, to its own peculiar evolution ; 
teaching it to be strong with others, while strengthening itself; en- 
abling it to coalesce with similars and, at the same time, to be- 
come more and more pronounced, more and more distinct in a unity 
of its own. 

You see that in respect to classification, the science of peda- 
gogy is not situated more favorably than other departments of Sci- 
ence. Its definitions are equally narrow, and—while resulting from 
an earnest and truth-loving analysis — they, too, have no counter- 
parts in real existence, since they, too, are based upon essentials 
which are but part of things: only in laws science treads on firm 
ground in classifications she will forever be in a fog. Thus Science 
classifies the states of matter as solid, liquid, aériform ; and yet there 
is not a single substance in existence which at any time answers 
wholly to the scientific definition of any of these terms. What in 
daily life we designate as solid, liquid, gaseous are but approxima- 
ions to their scientific definitions. Thus we say ice is solid; yet 
it is known that in glaciers ice flows exactly as water flows, only 
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more slowly ; we say iron is solid, yet its particles arrange them- 
selves in new forms even while bearing heavy burdens; glue, and 
bird-lime remind us in their viscidity of the solid; and the surface 
of a liquid as mobile as water is rigid enough to bear without immer- 
sion pieces of metal many times heavier than water. Again the 
slow diffusion of heavy gases like carbonic acid, proves that they 
are not all equally removed from liquidity. Nature passes insensibly 
from the most nearly solid substance through countless grada- 
tions to the most nearly gaseous substance, without breaks, without 
leaps, so insensibly that science can not follow the transitions. Na- 
ture is infinite in all directions inward and outward ; and science be- 
ing finite, can apprehend only the drift—nothing more. The scien- 
tific terms of classification are but land-marks, which Science erects 
in the endless realms of being, that she may not be hopelessly be- 
wildered in the mazes of surrounding life. Science is not truth, she 
only points vaguely in the direction in which truth lies, as the mag- 
netic needle points trembling!y in the direction of the pole, which it 
can not reach nor indicate with certainty. Yet were you unwise 
enough to thrust her aside, you could fare no better than the fool- 
ish mariner who throws his compass overboard; you would be 
thrown adrift to reach your goal or miss it as chance might direct. 

Thus, too, the terms of pedagogy are but landmarks, indicating 
the right direction; magnetic needles keeping us from going too far 
astray ; and with these reservations, modestly conscious of its short- 
comings in expression, pedagogy assigns to the kindergarten as dis- 
tinctive feature and aim: the social training of children, 

As the individual powers of man can be strengthened only in 
self-activity ; so, too, his social instincts can be evolved, only through 
self-active exercise in society. He who learns toswim must go into 
the water; and the child, in order to become a useful member of 
society, must have opportunities orfered to be useful, and this he can 
have only in association with others, And as nature has provided 
for the first physical sustenance an ideal food — the mother’s milk ; 
as, obeying the hint, Froebel has furnished for the first intellectual 
training the almost ideal “gifts” ; so, too, for the first social moral 
training, we should have a society, as near the ideal of freedom and 
morality as we can make it. 

Now in such a society, rights and duties, enjoying and doing, 
happiness and usefulness will always keep pace the one with the 
other ; to each member the right of exercising all his individual facul- 
ties is fully conceded, while he shnnks freely from interfering with 
the same right in others; such a society does all it can to aid each 
member in the attainment of his individual ends, while he, in return, 
finds his highest aims in common purposes; such a society thanks 
the child cordially for his successful activity, and he, in return, grate- 
fully acknowledges as his greatest triumphs those in whose attainmen’ 
he played only a part; such asociety enjoys the results even of his 
individual activity with full, unfeigned pleasure, and he, in return, 
soon learns to seek his greatest joy in the joy of others, his greatest 
happiness in the happiness of others, his highest ideals in the welfare 
cf the whole. 

Now, such a society is possible only where the members are, 
within certain limits, of the same grade of development, in whose 
powers and capacities there is not too wide a difference. People 
whose scope is much narrower than ours, can not appreciate our 
aims and efforts, laugh at us or even persecute us for want of under- 
standing ; others whose scope is wider tl.an ours or differs wholly 
from ours, smile at the results of our aciivity, under-rate our en- 
deavors and discourage us by disdain. 

In practical society this can not be avo.ded, and all we can do 
is’still to pursue our aim, regardless of scorn and contempt, seeking 
our happiness in the conviction that we are right and do our best ; 
or to take refuge among the trivial crowd, who mistake for happiness 
the gratification of transient appetites or desires, in a drowsy, dreamy 
slide from the cradle to the grave in the wake of time-honored habit, 
or in a restless activity that lays up stores of mind or matter for self, 
recognizing in its greed no limits beyond those of the law by which 
society labors to protect itself against these parasites. 

But the pedagogic society, the kindergarten, while it is to. edu- 
cate the child for practical society, must not have the defects of the 
latter, else we are in danger of ruining the man in the child. 
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Strenuous efforts must be made to guard the pedagogic society 
against all influences and accidents that might retard mental growth 
orembitter the disposition; and to foster all circumstances that se- 
cure a cheerful, free, vigorous unfolding of social é#stincts into social 
virtues. 


It is a-grave and fatal error to proceed in the moral training of 


the child upon the theory, that in order to strengthen him against 
evil, he needs exercise in the resistance to temptation. Good and 
evil are, but opposite directions of activity, the former lying towards 
unity, harmony, peace; the latter towards separation, dissonance, 
strife. The instincts of action lead growth with equal readiness, 
without choice, in either direction, they need but the impulse from 
without to determine this, and once started for good or evil they 
will retain their direction by a kind of inertia, gaining new accessions 
of vigor and speed, new energy to resist the opposite, from day to 
day by new impulses of similar tendency, by new opportunities to 
do good or evil. 

Growth in the direction of good, means growth away from 
evil, and it is only py strengthening, hastening the one that we can re- 
tard, check, or prevent the other. To give the tender child the ex- 
ample, the opportunity of injustice, of harshness, of falsehood, is to 
make him unjust, harsh, false, or, at least, to weaken his justice, his 
gentleness, his truth. To leave the child unwatched, unguarded to 
the chance impressions which promiscuous intercourse with others 
brings, is giving wisdom and folly, virtue and vice, good and evil 
equal claims and equal chances upon him; to entrust the child to 
the guidance and care of an ignorant, frivolous nurse is setting a 
wolf to watch the lamb. 

In the kindergarten, Froebei would provide a pedagogic society 
which answers to these requirements. Here the child finds a num- 
ber of others of similar age as nearly his equals in power, capacity, 
and scope, as individuality will permit ; a number of social elements 
with whom he can fully sympathize and who sympathize fully with 
him in all manitestations of growing life, among whom he finds 
nothing inexplicable, unattainable, unenjoyable; playmates, associates, 
fellow-beings in embryo with whom he can assimilate, coalesce 
organically without giving up his self. 

__ Here the child becomes familiar with the high value of union 
with others. Heretofore, self was the main centre of his desires: 
now he begins to find aims beyond self, the germs of love, of devo- 
tion, of a widening humanity swellin his soul and burst into life ; he 
Is aroused to a consciousness of his worth as a part of the whole; 
he gains a noble self-respect not based on egotism, but on a recogni- 
tion of his power to do good. 

With scrupulous care, vicious, injurious, retarding influences, 
temptations to evil are kept away ; in word, in deed, in her entire 
being, the kindergartener stands out, a bright example of gentleness 
and love, of justice and truth, of self-sacrificing readiness to help, to 
make glad, of keen appreciation of every effort to do well and to do 
good. Every opportunity is given the child to lead it through good 
habits to conscious strength in good. — 

Go to one of these kindergartens, and give it more than merely 
Superficial attention. Stay a while, and see—not only what they 
have done—but what they are doing and Aow they do these things. 
Come again and again, at proper intervals, to see the signs of the 
development, of the growth that has taken place in your absence. 
_ . For convenience’ sake, 1 shall take you to a kindergarten, con- 
sisting of many independent and successive groups, enabling you to 
see at a few short visits, all that in an ordinary child-garden you 
might need weeks to discover. In this first group, you see children 
busy with the eight cubical blocks of the third gift, following each 
One for himself the clear, concise dictations of a kind lady, sitting 
near the smallest of the,group. Here is another group, in which 
the children are, again each alone, engaged in building some form 
Intended to represent a locomotive ; and each child is trying to give 
expression to his own individual notion concerning it. 

They are done, and the kindergartener tells them a delightful 
Story about a locomotive, a simple childlike plot, but she brings in 
Just enough of the description of the locomotive to. interest them, 
and to enabie them to criticize and correct each his own work. 

Here are the wheels,” and “Here is the smoke-stack.” See the 
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smoke roll out of it. Tch, tch, tch, and away goes the locomotive 
in headlong flight through fields and forests, towns and cities, over 
bridges and trestle-work. 

In the third group, they each had built a factory, and one of 
the children—designated by the kindergartener or by the other chil- 
dren, we don’t know which—is now dictating to his playmates the 
result of his efforts. See, how attentively they listen to his words, 
how conscientiously they use the right hand or the left or both, in 
obedience to his directions. And now they are done and join in 
the triumphant chorus: “I am a builder skilled and strong.” 

Here is a new group. How busy, how eager, how tumultuous 
you are inclined to say, before you have seen the spirit of order that 
struggles successfully through their consultations, directions, requests 
and accounts of experiences ; they have united, each with his store 
of material to build a village—the street, the school-house, John- 
nie’s house, the church, the pond, and what not. Here is a group 
who have united the blocks and laid in the center of the table a 
beautiful symmetrical form or pattern, relieved by a tasteful border ; 
and in the next group, each child has laid her own particular star, 
and now they all sit back and sing lustily: “Twinkle, twinkle, little 
star.” 

There in a corner of the room is the last group. Ten little 
children and a lady, the kindergartener, telling one another the story 
of “Little Red Riding Hood.” They ali know the story, they all 
tell it, and there is no disorder, no confusion, the story lives in them, 
as it were, and grows; for listen, how they expand upon new details, 
new incidents, new contrasts ; how they discover new relations, new 
thoughts which they did not notice before. 

Do you not see the gentle, steady impulse for growth, the 
abundance of food for development, which each and every iadividu- 
ality gains from this intercourse with nature? Do you not see, that 
the full and respectful consideration which the little society awards to 
true merit in every direction, teaches these little artists, discoverers, 
inventors, thinkers, to feel and to appreciate the fire that burned in 
Do you 
not hear on all sides the shouts of Eureka as genuine ere—as de- 
serving of admuration,-and proceeding from at least as pure a 
source as in the case of the great Archimedes? Do you not see the 
spirit of order grow, the free subordination to social ends and laws, 
with the growing appreciation of the greater value and wider scope 
of united effort, of common undertakings, of society? Do you not 
see that it is not in the power of a single home, no matter how 
great its wealth—material and mental—to supply the mighty in- 
fluence for all-sided growth [individual as well as social] which is 
wielded by the free and full appreciation of individual worth and the 
just and moderate demands upon individual powers on the part of a 
society of equals? And do you not feel that it would be a crime to 
keep the growing human being from this influence, when his nature 
calls for it? Do you not feel that it would be sin to let it be exerted 
without proper guidance ? 

At our second visit, we arrive at the kindergarten at “play- 
time,” the children have formed in line and are marching to the 
strains of a lively song (which they themselves sing), describing 
graceful curves and figures, as they follow the kindergartener or 
(perhaps) one of the older children, who leads. Now they arrange 
themselves in a ring, holding each other by the hand; one of the 
children, a little girl, is called by the. kindergartener into the circle. 
See how careful she is, not to break the ring by leaving it; how de- 
liberately she turns about and joins the hands of her mates right 
and left hefore starting to go to the center of the circle :—for the so- 
ciety must not suffer in its integrity by her leaving, or by her assum- 
ing a new place, a new function in the organism. Now she stands 
in the center, and, as soon as she has assured herself that all her 
playmates, all the elements of the society are in proper position and 
in suitable order, she proposes a game. Notice how joyously the 
proposition is taken up, not‘a single’ objection is raised—unless it 
be by a new-comer who is not yet assinilated—all join heartily in 
the game, which is so arranged as to give full scope to a variety of 
individual tendencies, at the same time illustrating the power of 
united effort and teaching the happiness that lies in store for him 
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There is a bright little boy, who- suggests a variation in the 
game. Notice how eagerly his suggestion is received, how each 
httle helper yields without constraint and without envy, with full 
joyous sympathy, and free spontaneous subordination to his leader- 
ship ; notice how he, himself makes all arrangements without self- 
conceit, without authoritativeness, without a trace of despotism. It 
is evident that Azs purpose is expanding as by charm into a common 
purpose, that his own aims (his own individuality) fed by the sug- 
gestions and by the readiness to aid on the part of his playmates, 
grow as he proceeds. There is here no submission, no obedience 
in the ordinary sense of these words ; all this ready compliance, that 
charms us, is free subordination to a common purpose, free, cheer- 
ful coordination in the attainment of a common end. There has 
been gain all around ; the individuality of the bright little boy, the 
unity and power of the little society, and the individuality of each 
of its members—all have grown, expanded, have been developed 
in form, structure and mobility. Andthe happiness, that glows on 
the cheeks, and beams from the eyes, and quivers in the limbs 
of all and each, tells how grateful they are, all to one and each one 
to all. Can you find this anywhere else, except in such a society of 
little children, growing all their powers in the direction of unity and 
universality, under the proper guidance of a woman who is wise 
enough to be herself a child? Can you find this anywhere else but 
in the kindergarten ? 

In the next game, a little «lub-footed boy, anxious to be the 
mouse, has his wish granted. Now there will be fun! Of course, he 
will stumble and fall; for he is so awkward; or the cat will catch 
him in the twinkling of a moment. You can see it glisten from the 
eyes of every child in the ring, this delightful anticipation of the dis- 
comfiture of another! — Happily you are mistaken; it is another 
fire that burns in the children’s hearts. Notice, how they soften 
their voices, not very much, butjust enough to let you feel, that they 
all are desirous to hold him up, as it were; and notice, how they 
slacken the tune of their song, so as not to urge him beyond his 
powers; and even the ferocious cat, does not run as fast as usual ; 
and the children, who represent the mouse-hole, actually almost run 
to meet the troubled limping mouse ; and—how glad they all are — 
he is safe at last, and proud of his triumph,—and yet feeling that he 
owes so much of it to the kindness of his ¢rvudy dear play-mates ; 
and he is less of a cripple for his success, and more of a human be- 
ing, for the kindness he has received and which has taken root in 
him, too. Could you find this—find it as the rule, 1 mean—any- 
where else but in the kindergarten? And it is not a kindergarten 
where you do not find it. 

We call again a few days afterwards. We had noticed in our pre- 
vious visit an embryo citizen, sitting off by himself while the others 
were playing, looking at them in a half sullen half wondering way 
from under his eye-brows, wanting to go, but apparantly waiting to be 
made to go. We were told, at the time, by the kindergartener, that he 
was a new-comer, that he had said, he did not want to play, and “Well, 
you need not” had been her kind, sincere answer. He had given some 
trouble that morning by throwing his little neighbor’s paper on the 
floor and pulling her once or twice ; but “he will be with usin a day 
or two” the kindergartener said: and you doubted it, for there was 
no harshness, no severity, scarcely firmness in her tone; she seemed 
to mean no more than she said, there was not the shadow of irony 
or threatening in her words.—Well, we are here again now — a few 
days afterward—, observing the children in one of their group- 
plays. The little new-comer is not here, all is eager, busy life, not a 
single child is a sullen or indifferent spectator. With shght twitch- 
ings of triumph youask what has become of him? Why, there you 
see him, busy helping that very neighbor whom a few days ago, he 
had tried to vex, handing her sticks and suggesting where to lay 
them, and asking her to admire the house he built as a part of the 
village scene which engages the common attention of all. You are 
told—and you believe it, for this kind lady can not but be believed, 
only see how the children confide in her — You are told, that this 
is always the way with sullen or indifferent new-comers; they soon 
come into the society spontaneously, if only tact and patience do 
not fail her—. It is the atmosphere of the kindergarten, the at- 
mosphere of unity, of love, of peace, of just appreciation and pa 





tient sympathy. And you know that it can Le found—as the rule— 
only in the kindergarten; and that it is not a true kindergarten, | 
where it is not found. 4 

Thus you have seen in a few short visits, of what great use the 4 
kindergarten is ; how this small pedagogic society, by giving higher ” 
aims and wider scope to each individuality, calls into action and 
strengthens the individual powers of each child as no other educa 
tional factor can, urging him to intensify and to expand his effic} 
ency ; how it makes each child feel that his own value increases 
when added to that of the society, enabling him to grow into the 
habit of finding his greatest happiness in that of all, his greatest 
good in doing good. 

There are other uses of the kindergarten ; but this is its one 
specific use: that it gives fullest play to each and every individuality, 
while it brings all the individualities into full organic connection, 
supplementing, correcting, intensifying one an other. Far from ex- 
posing the individuality to the 4ss of itself, this society enables it 
find itself, and to consciously, freely strengthen and enrich itself for 
the society ot which it isan element,—bringing itself into habits 
usefulness, that will ever after urge it to do the greatest good with 
the power and all the powers it may possess. 

There are other uses of the kindergarten [as I have shown 
my lecture on the Soul of Froebel’s gifts]. Physically its train 
calls into play all the muscels of the little child in a way that 
sures ample exercise within the limits of the child’s strength 
skill, and that leads to ever greater strength, ever greater skill, 
more grace and directness of movements. Intellectually, the 
dergarten accustoms the mind to interpret clearly, distinc! 
promptly, whatever impressions reach it through the well-trai 
senses ; it fills the memory, and renders it strong and quick, fertili 
zes and enriches the imagination and renders it skilled in im 
tigation and in fancy, arouses and exercises powers of compari 
of judgment, of fore-sight, 

And all the while, the outward growth, — gestures, the cou 
nance, language, manual skill—keeps pace with the inward grow 
Clearly, concisely the child announces his cognitions as they gre 
in Aés mind—not as they stand in books or in other people’s head 
or he reproduces them with his nimble fingers; plainly touchin 
beautifully he embodies his experiences or imaginings in little stones: 
or enacts them in the social game, teaching his creative genius { 
grow in all directions of activity and thought. 

Aesthetically the kindergarten reveals to the child the wonder 
ful beauties of color, form, and sound, and enableshini to contr 
them within the ever-expanding limits of his intellectual power 
thus making him an artist, as well as a discoverer and inventor, 4 
poet as well as a worker and thinker. fe: 

Morally, it accustoms him to firmness of purpose, to an abidit 
love of truth, a free spontaneous subordination to law and order,4 
cheerful codrdination with and in society; gives him the habits 
the three reverences of Goethe: reverence for things above, revé 
ence for things below, and respectful reverence for himself and li 
equals; makes love and justice the inherent, unavoidable rules’ 
his conduct. a 

All of these things or many of them, you may think, can® 
attained without the kindergarten. But, when you’ remember te 
mighty influence, which the society of equals exercise by a sort @ 
reaction upon the evolution of strong and vigorous individuality; 
when you remember the importance of early impressions of greet

highest sense of the ideals of humanity; you will be prepared 
concede that the kindergarten as an educational factor is not for ti 
poor alone (a charity), nor for that other extreme of human misef 
the rich alone (a reliet), but an essential for every child; you wil 
prepared to concede that in importance and difficulty, in respons 
bility and sacredness, the work of the kindergartener yields only # 
that of the mother. 4

THE BOARD OF REGENTs of the Wisconsin Normal Schools 
have, at their recent meeting, appointed a committee which is to 
confer with a similar committee to be appointed by the Regents of 
the State University, on the establishment of a post-graduate  de- 
partment of pedagogy in the University., This is a step in the right 
direction. Such a department properly managed would secure a 
supply of properly cultured and trained men and women to take 
charge of high-schools, and colleges and. of places of supervision ; 
thus» enabling the normal schools to devote themselves wholly to 
the preparation of éfficient teachers for the common. schools. 
Besides. the profession’ of teaching which jis now 1n its higher 
-places recruited mostly “from the less gifted or fortunate members of 
the other’ professions, jwould be.enabled gradually ‘to take rank -in 
public esteem with the most respected among these. 


— In THE “Report of the Commissioner of Education for 
1877”, Mr. Eaton says on the subject-of kindergartens: 
~The success of the Kindergarten is much lessened through lack 
of favorable conditions.. But ‘important progress has nevertheless 
been-made (1).in training teachers to. instruct in true Kindergarten 
methods; (2) in giving to school officers and the public generally a 
correct idea of what these methods are; and (3) in bringing a sup- 
ply of Kindergarten appliances withiti the reach of those who desire 
to procure them. ‘It is indeed true that a few thousand only of the 
many of proper age for this training @reas yet reported in attend- 
ance upon kindergartens; but the zealous, ‘sélf-sacrificng advocates 
of these improvements have the satisfaction of knowing ‘that their 
‘efforts have been rewarded by a more earnest study among parents 
and teachers. of what methods are most fit in. the first years of 
infantile training. They thus benefit tens of thousands who never 
enter one of these interesting institutions ; and their efforts, also, in 
not a few cases, have had a most wholesome effect upon the. 
methods adopted in more advanced courses of training. . 


— The Pacific School Fournal reports that Mrs. Ada Bowles, 
well-known by her lectures to women, Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper a well- 
known writer, and Mrs.. Brown President of the Young Women’s 
Chnistian Association, propose to start kindergartens in every ward 
of San Francisco and Oakland.. They are in: full sympathy with 
Miss Marwedel, and will denefit the cause, if they succeed. 











— Tue Primary Teacher reports as follows upon the discussion 
on “The relation of the kindergarten to the school”, at the recent 
meeting of the National Teachers Association : 

“At the recent meeting ‘of the National Educational Associa- 
tion, held at Philadelphia, “The relation of the Kindergarten to the 
School” was ably discussed by Dr. Harris of St. Louis, Miss Burritt 
and others, Miss Lelia Patridge, of Philadelphia, followed Dr. 
Harris’s address, and sketched the purpose and. aims of Froebel’s 
idea of education, quoting as the foundation of his system his asser- 
tion that “man is the child of Nature, the child of man, and the 
child of God, and education can fulfill its mission only when it 
views the human being in this three-fold relation, and takes’ cach 
into due account.” Following these divisions of the subject, she 
spoke of the harmonious development which must result frow the 
wise and careful training of the physical, mental, and moral nature, 

-for which the kindergarten provides. She dwelt at length upon 
moral education ; its great necessity in these degenerate days, when 
hearts of oak and. upright souls are rare; and the beauty of the 
kindergarten manner of inculcating goodness, which she called the 





concrete method of teaching morals; viz.,—by training the children 
to. do what wa right rather thantalk about it, to live the new °com- 


mandment rather than Jearn it; in short, a morality of practice in. 


stead of theory. ~ 
_: In order that Froebel’s system of education might be successful 
trained teachers Were absolutely necessary; and not merely trained 
kindergarténers, but high-minded, motherly womén, and _ because 
others than such as these had set themselves up as exponents of Froe- 


_| bel’s idea, it had,fallen into disrepute in some communities, which 


was to be deplored. . . 

In urging the establishment of kindergartens as a portion of 
the public-school system, to precede’ and prepare for the primary 
school,’ ‘Miss: Patridge met the objection commonly made, as to its: 
expense, by saying that it was more economical to so train: little! 
children that they should become noble men and women than to 
suppoft so large a proportion of criminals and paupers, ~Besides, the 
boys and git» whose education ‘began in-‘the ‘kindetgarten would 
inevitably grow up into workers—those who should uphold the dig- 
nity of labor. ‘It was not easy, she admitted, to engraft this upon 
our present common -schools. She did not think it practicable to 
merge the primary , schools into kindergartens ;.- neither. would. she 
have Froebel’s gifts and occupations brought ‘into the primary 
schools.. The two methods of education were essentially different, 
being based upon distinct ideas: the kindergarten upon that of 


development, and the primary ‘school upon that of instruction, — © 


the one being a system complete and symmetrical, while the other is 
not, being rather a combination or aggregation of many theories, 
and undergoing necessarily constant modification.” 


We are happy to add that we have received a letter from Wm. - 


T. Seal, Secretary and Superintendent of the Council of Education: 
of the International Exibition, repudiating the unkind remarks of 
the New England Journal of Education on the discussion in question, 
so far, at least, as.

— AT THE meeting of Austrian teachers at Vienna early in 
June, Prof. Deinhardt established in an address the following theses: 

1) The introduction of practical exercises in the productive and 
representative arts in to the common schools is a pedagogic necessity. 

2) The practical exercises must bear a definite ratio to the 
theoretical instruction for the sake of mutual support and advance- 
ment. They must cultivate theoretically, aesthetically, and practically. 

3) The most suitable division of the practical exercises is into 
exercises (work) in the garden and exercises (work) in forms, every 
school ought to have a school-garden. 

4) A portion of the Froebel schools of work is too advanced 
for the kindergartens and should be reserved for the primary classes 
of the common school. 

5) Social circumstances render urgent the establishment of 
non-compulsory industrial schools in addition to the public schools ; 
the work done in.these should yield objects of (commercial) value 
without, however, losing its educational character. 

6) These industrial schools should be conducted by public-- 
school teachers skilled in industrial arts. 





— IN ANOTHER address by A. S. Fischer at the same meeting 
the kindergarten is demanded for the whole people, as supplement- 
ing home education, and as an important basis of schoo!-work ; an 
organic and, if possible, local connection of the public kindergar- 
ten with the public school—more particularly with the girl-schools 
—is urged ; and it is asked that the girls of the upper classes be 


given an opportunity to learn how to take care of and how to live with - 


little children in the kindergartens connected with their respective 
schools. At the same time, Mr, Fischer demands that the games 
and occupations be made simpler and more natural than they are 
in most of the hot-house kindergartens of the day.
